S.O. 803 (E).—Whereas the Central Government entered into a contract with 
Messrs Shallmar Works Limited 4-Garden Reach Road, Kidderpore. Calcutta- 
700023 lor the supply of One Kort Nozzle Tug of 10 Ton Bollard Pull; 

And whereas the said Shalimar Works has partially built the Tug and thereafter 
stopped the construction of the said Tug on the ground that they are prevented 
to complete the said Tug due to lock out; 

And whereas the Central Government has cancelled on 25th October 1970, the 
contract at the risk and cost of the said Shalimar Works; 

And whereas the said partially built Tug and the machinery and material# 
procured lor its construction are lying in the premises of the said Shalimar Works; 

And whereas the supply of the said Tug is essential to the life of the community; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (2) of the rule 
114 of the Defence and Internal Security of India Rules, 1971, the Central Govern' 
■merit hereby directs— 

(a) that the said Shalimar Works shall allow the Central Government or 
the person authorised by that Government (hereafter in this order 
referred to as the authorised person) to inspect the premises of the 
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said Shalimar Works lor preparing an inventory list of the partially 
built Tug and the machinery and materials which are procured lor 
the construction of such Tug; 

(ta) that the said Shalimar Works shall on demand hand over to the Central 
Government or to the authorised person the properties mentioned In 
the inventory list prepared under clause (a); 

(c) that, where the Central Government or the authorised person is of 
the opinion that the properties mentioned in the Inventory list cannot 
he removed from, the premises of the said Shalimar Workg without 
malting changes In its present conditions, the said Shalimar Works 
shall, for a period of one year from the date of this order, or within 
such further period not exceeding three years as may be specified by 
the Central Government, allow and give all facilities to that Govern^ 
merit or, the authorised person, as the case may be, for completing 
the construction of the said Tug in the said premises.
